tion into the qualificitions and records of 
the candidates nominated by the different 
parties. 
Together with a notice of the primaries, a 
copy of the report was mailed to each mem- 
ber last night. The committee has covered 
only candidates for associate judge, not tak- 
ing up or passing on the qualifications of 
candidates for chief justice. The primaries 
have been set for Oct. 19, rhea the ballots 
will be counted. 

This report is a wholesale slaughter ter 
the democratic ticket. Of twenty-six demo- 
cratic candidates into whose records investi- 
gation was made it was found possible to 
indorse only six. Five others were tated as 
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Sixteen Independents Pavers. 

Sixteen candidates of the Independence 
league and fourteen of the republican party 

are indorsed by thé committee; two of the 
bee and three of the républicane are con- 
demned. The others are given a doubtful or 
average rating. 

The committee handled a good many repu- 
tations without gloves and withoyt much re- 
| gard for the feelings of the candidates. it 
did not adopt quite the language which Wal- 
ter L. Fisher made familiar’ im Municipal 
Voters’ league reports, or which George E. 
Cole employs in roasting derelict candidates 
for the legislature. 

Charles P. Abbey was chairman of the in- 
eee who were Henry R. Baldwin, W. 
T. Alden, Amos C. Miller, Enoch J. Price, 
Albert. M. Kales, and Andrew R. Sheriff. In 
ae out the report they announce that 
each candidate and each member of the asso- 
ciation had been.asked to fürnish informa- 
tion, and that the report was based on the 
replies received. 


Fault Found with Justices. 

The distinctive feature of the democratic 
ticket has been recognized to be the predomi- 
nance of justices of the peace and alderthen. 
On the republican ticket the class given.the 
largest recognition was that composed of 
present and former assistant state’s at- 
torneys. 

Under the scrutiny of the bar committee 
the preponderant democratic element came 
off badly. Justice O’Donoghue was declared 
unqualified; Justice Caverly efficient in police

Har- 
kin was set down as a candidate with “ Um- 
ited experience.” 


Good Words for Prosecutors. 

The republican candidates who have come 
out of the state’s attorney's office fared bet- 
ter. Judson F. Going was given good @ating. 
F. L. Fake was declared to be of excellent ju- 
dicial temperament. Frank Crowe was pro- 
nounced efficient, but too irritable.“ F. I.. 
Barnett, the colored candidate, was found 
wanting. 

County Judge Houston was given a good 
rating, qualified by the statement that his 
experience was limited.

WEDDED NIECE OF A PRIEST 


Strange Story Revealed. in Court at 
‘Rock Island, III. 


Rock Island, III., Oct. 12.—[Special.}—That 
the late Father Thomas Mackin said he had 
given $50,000 to C. A, Plamondon of Chicago 
to marry his present wife, who is a niece of 
thé priest, was the statement made by Mrs. 
Mary Crummie, wife of a nephew of Mackin, 
on the stand in the Circuit. court here today. 

‘Mrs. Crummie was a witness in a contest 
which has been brought by a number of the 
disinherited heirs to break the priest’s will, 
which disposed of an estate valued at $200,- 
000. She is not a party to the case, but her 
ehildren are. 

Attorney M. M. Sturgeon, for the con- 
testants, asked her if she recollected any 
conversation with Father Mackin at a cer- 
tain period some years ago. Her reply was: 

“Why, he said, in her presence [referring 
to Mrs. Grace Mackin, one of the beneficiaries 

of the will]; that I wasn't afraid to work, 
nor I wasn't afraid to marry & poor man, 
but that he had to buy men for his two 
, nieces, and that he ats Plamondon over 
$50,000 

Witness Is Positive.” N 

On cross examination the following col- 
loquy took place between Mrs. Crummie and 
Attorney William Jackson, who represents 
the defending heirs: 

Q.—I. understand that you spoke of some 
conversation in which he said that you were 
not afraid to marry @ poor man, but that he 
had to pay money for his two nieces? K 
No, sir; he said that he had to buy husbands 
for his two nieces. 

Q.—He said that on that occasion? A.—He 
gald that on more than one occasion.

Their 
revelation of intimate conversations and 
diplomatic intrigues have so astounded poli- 
tlolans in Berlin that It is suggested the pub- 
lication of the memoirs constitutes a part of 
a.plot. of. the kaiser’s enemies to undermine:

Dr. James Donaldson, Principal of 
St. Andrew’s University, Indorses 
the Roosevelt Method. 


ST. ANDREW’S, Scotland, Oct. 12.—At the 
opening of the winter season of St. Andrew's 
university today the principal, Dr. James

Mayor Demands That He Be Given 
Facilities for Investigating Death 
There of Government Subjects. 


Complications may result from the refusal! 
of the Illinois Steel company to admit the 
representatives of the Austrian government 
to its plant to investigate the recent fatalities 
of Austrians in the explosion at the steel 
works on Oct. 9. 

Mayor Dunne was appealed’ to yesterday 
by Frank A. Rockhold, counsel to the Aus- 
trian consul. The mayor wrote a letter to 
the officials of the steel company in which he 
says: 

“I have been appealed to by the legal 
representative of the Austrian coneul in this 
city for assistance to enable him to make 
an investigation in relation to the cause of 
the death and injuries resulting to certain 
employés of your company from an explo- 
sion. “Will you kindly inform me whether 
you will give him facilities for entering upon 
your works and talking to the different em- 
ployés, those in the hospital! as well as those 
in the plant? 

In my judgment he is entitled to this in- 
vestigation. Before taking any other steps 
in the matter, however, at their request I 
write this letter to ascertain what is your 
disposition in relation to the cage.” 

Ik this request is denied I shall take other 
means to enforce the demand of admiesion to 
the Austrian government,“ Mayor Dunne de- 
clared. 

E. J. Buffington, president of the corpora- 
tion, was not at his residence in Evanston 
last night. T. W. Robinson, first vice presi- 
dent of the company, said: 

Jam sure that Mr. Buffington will afford 
every facility to the Austrian consul for the 
investigation he is desirous of making.”

M. Gerard, whe has just been appointed 
by the French government to be its am- 
bassador at Tokio, Japan, is known to hun- 
dreds of thousands of readers under the pen 
name of “Count Vasili,” which figures as 
the author's on the title page of a geries of 
volumes published a quarter of a century 
Ago, portraying society and its members 
in the great capitals of Europe. 

The first of the series goes by the name of 
“* Society of Berlin,“ and is the most cruelly 
satirical and vicious of the lot. Its tone is 
attributable to the humiliations, many of 
them unintentional, to which the writer was 
subjected at the Prussian court just after 
the Franco-German war, while serving as 
French reader to the late Empress Augusta, 
grandmother of the kaiser. It was first pub- 
lished serially in the Paris Nouvelle Revue 
of Mme. Adam. who Introduced the author to 
the, at the time, all powerful Gambetta. The 
latter, vastly amused by these sketches of 
Berlin society, interested himself in the wel- 
fare and future of M. Gerard, appointed him 
to the diplomatic service, and pushed him 
forward rapidly through all the minor stages. 

If Gerard has been outstripped in the race 
by that other protégé of Gambetta—namely: 
Camille Barrere—who, entering the diplo- 
matic service some years afterwards, has 
now been for more than a decade a full 
fledged ambassador of France at Rome, it 18 
because of the unfortunate manner and 
atrabllious disposition of the newly appointed 
envoy at Tokio. Moreover, his books on court 
and society in London, Vienna, Rome, 
Madrid, and St. Petersburg naturally ren- 
dered impossible hie appointment to a diplo- 
matic mission in any one of these capitals.
